Liquid Carbon dioxide is used to reduce the high 
pH to remove excess calcium used in the “excess lime softening 
process". Pebble lime is the most bulky chemical that removes most 
of the dirt, bacteria and hardness. Powdered activated carbon is 
used to remove taste, odor and color (and some volatile solvents, 
pesticides etc.) Liq.
